dian Territory will not be con­ 
ferred until next week.

Washington, June 16.—Officials 
of the Department of Justice 
have struck a blow against the 
so-called Fertilizer Trust, a com­ 
bination which in the amount of 
its capital is declared to be great­ 
er than the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany. 
Indictments have been 
returned against thirty-one cor­ 
porations and 
twenty-live indi­ 
viduals and firms. 
It is charged that the combina­ 
tion has mulcted Southern plant­ 
ers and farmers out of many 
millions of dollars in the last few 
years through its shrewd and 
secret methods. 
The proceedings were brought 
in the United 
States 
Circuit 


Court for the Middle District of 
Tennessee. 
The grand jury re­ 
turned an indictment against the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Co 
et a1. 
This is a corporation with 
a capital of fifty million, existing 
under the laws of New Jersey.

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STATEHOOD Will ABMISHW 
■ 
many LUCRATIVE OFFICES 


Muskogee, I. T., June Id.— 
The greatest disturbance that 
will occur in official life in Indian 
Territory on account of the pas­ 
sage of the statehood bill will be 
in the federal courts. 
They will 
continue until a state government 
is established, and that will be 
nearly a year, 
but the federal 
court 
regime, as it has 
been 
known in Indian Territory since 
1889 when the courts were estab­ 
lished, will be wiped out forever. 
Indian Territory will comprise 
one federal district and there 
will be but one set of federal offi­ 
cers where there are now four, 
and some of these double man­ 
ned. 
There are more fat salaries in 
the federal courts in Iudian Ter­ 
ritory than most people suppose, 
and these will be wiped out. 
There are four federal districts 
There are two judges in each dis­ 
trict and they draw salaries of 
$5,OCK) per J ear each. 
In each 
district there is a United States 
marshal who draws $4,000 per 
year. He has an average of thir­ 
ty office and field deputies, ma­ 
king 120 in all, and these depu­ 
ties draw average 
salaries of 
$1,200 per year. 
For each dis­ 
trict there is a clerk of the court 
who draws $4,000 per year. Each 
clerk has from four to six dep 
uties and five each in recording 
towns, making possibly 40 in all, 
these deputies draw from $1,200 
to $1,800 per year. There are fear 
district attorneys who each draw 
$4,000 per year, and there are ten 
assistants who draw from $1,200 
to $2,000 per year. 
There are 26 
commissioners who draw salaries 
of $1,500 per year and each com­ 
missioner has a constable who 
draws $600 per year. 
It will be seen from this list 
that there are right now more 
high salaried officers in Indian 
Territory than there will be in 
Oklahoma when 
it becomes a 
state. Ag soon as tae statehood 
bill becomes a law. these officials 


will commence resigning. 
This is 
especially true of those who hap­ 
pen to be lawyers. 
They will 
have greater opportunities in the 
next few months than ever again 
to make money and they will not 
hesitate to drop their present of­ 
fice holding jobs which can last at 
best but a short time longer. 
There is some question as to 
what will become of the present 
school officials. 
Of course as 
soon as a state system is formu 
lated these will go out, but that 
may be a long time in the future. 
The advent of statehood will not 
in the least disturb the regime of 
the commission to the five civiliz 
ed tribes, nor will it alter the 
work in the Indian agency. 
The 
Indian question and statehood 
are entirely separate. 
The com­ 
mission will continue on until the 
Indian estate is administered,and 
the Indian agency will be contin­ 
ued as long as the Indians have 
any business of any character 
that is not finally closed, and this 
means a great many years.

Will BERIN TO PREPARE 
AT ONCE FOR CONVENTION 


Guthrie, Okla., June 16.—G ov 
ernor Frantz who with chief jus­ 
tice Bur ford and Chas. H. Fil- 
Mon, secretary of the territory, 
constitutes the board which will 
have charge of the district of 
Oklahoma for the constitutional 
convention, said today while no 
steps had as yet been taken, they 
will begin their work at once. 
“No plan for the work has been 
proposed as yet, even tentative­ 
ly,” said Governor Frantz, “and 
no estimate has been made upon 
how long it will take to finish the 
work, although we believe we 
can get the Oklahoma portion of 
the work completed more quick­ 
ly than can 
the case in indian 
Territory, owing to the absolute 
lack of local organization there. 
No steps will be taken toward the 
calling of the constitutional con­ 
vention until the districting is 
completed in both territories.” 
The general opinion here seems 
to be that the work on the In 
dian Territory side will take up 
practically all of the six months 
allowed for that work by the en­ 
abling act. 
This would post­ 
pone the time of the constitution 
a1 convention until next spring.

The News is in receipt of a circular invitation from the Busi­ 
ness M en's League of St. Louis, which in part reads as follows: 


“ The Business M en’s League of St. Louis has called a conven- 
tion of the commercial bodies and river improvement organizations 
of the Mississippi Valley, to be held in St. Louis on Thursday and 
Friday, the 15th and 16th of November. 
I t is intended, through this convention, to bring to notice of 
Congress the urgent necessity for large appropriations for the M is­ 
sissippi river, for the western wateiways generally, and epecially 
for the proposed deep water canal from Chicago to the Gulf, the 
uhding of which will carry with it the improvement of the whole of 
the river. 


Every commercial organization in the Mississippi Valley will 
be entitled to send one delegate to each fifty members, provided 
that each organization shall be entitled to at least ten delegates, and 
every town in the Mississippi Valley where there is no commercial 
organization will be entitled to ten delegates.” 


Enclosed with the communication is a neat batton bearing the 
epigrammatic legend, “ River Regulation is Rate Regulation.”

Evidently there had been a 
severe 
sandstorm just before we 
reached 
that point and we ran into the after­ 
math. 
“After leaving Port Said we had 
continuous rough weather, with one 
storm after another, which kept our 
decks awash and the ship laboring 
heavily all the way through the Medi­ 
terranean. 
A peculiarity about these 
storms was that one would be bitter­ 
ly cold, with biting, freezing wind, 
and perhaps the next would be like a 
summer gale, high wind, but as not 
as though coming from a blast fur­ 
nace. 
After leaving the 
Mediterranean 
we had about 36 hours good weather 
and then the Storm King got after 
us again. 
He came at us from the 
westward, the northwest 
and 
the 
southwest, one blow after another. 
The ship was rolling and 
laboring 
heavily in these successive storms, 
with high, dangerous seas continually 
breaking on board, until we 
were 
nearing this coast on March 14, when 
the wind died down for a few hours. 
But before midnight it 
broke 
out 
again from the eastward and by the 
16th was blowing a gale. 
We made 
the Delaware breakwater in that gale 
and were safe in shelter during the 
worst of it, in which this coast was 
dotted with distressed and stranded 
vessels. 
“Tne 34 Lascars in our crew of 63 
had no clothing but their customary 
native garments of cotton and the 
firet thing wuen we docked they sent 
a messenger ashore for heavy flan­ 
nels before they would come on deck 
to clean up ship.

thrifty man to become the owner of 
his land.

AFTER THE BIG TRUST 


THAT FARMS THE FARMER 


Washington, June 16.—Officials 


of the Department of Justice 
have struck a blow against the 
so-called Fertilizer Trust, a com- 
bination which in the amount of 
its capital is declared to be great- 
er than the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. 
Indictments have been 


returned against thirty-one cor- 
porations and 
twenty-five indi- 


viduals and firms. 


It is charged that the combina- 


tion baa mulcted Southern plant- 
ers and farmers out of many 
millions of dollars in the last few 
years through its shrewd and 
secret method?. . 


The proceedings were brought 


in the United States Circuit 


Court for the Middle District of 
Tennessee- The grand jury re- 
turned an indictment against the 
yirginia-Carolina Chemical Co 
et al. This is'a corporation with 
a capital of fifty million, existing 
under the laws of New Jersey.

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STATEHOOD WILL ABOLISH 


MANY LUCRATIVE OFFICES 


Muskogee, I. T., June 16.— 


The greatest disturbance that 
will occur in official life in Indian 
Territory on account of the pas- 
sage of the statehood bill will be 
in the federal courts. They- will 
continue until a state government 
is established, and that will be 
nearly a year, but the federal 
court regime, as it has been 
known in Indian Territory since 
1889 when the courts were estab- 
lished, will be wiped out forever. 
Indian Territory will comprise 
one federal district and there 
will be but ono set of federal offi- 
cers where there are now four, 
and some of these double man- 
ned. 


There are more fat salaries in 


the federal courts in Indian Ter- 
ritory than most people suppose, 
and these will be wiped out. 
There are four federal districts 
There are two judges in each dis- 
trict and they draw salaries of 
$5,000 per 5 ear each. In each 
district there is a United States 
marshal who draws $4,000 per 
year. He has an average of thir- 
ty office and field deputies, ma- 
king 120 in all, and these depu- 
ties draw average 
salaries of 


$1,200 per year. For each dis- 
trict there is a clerk of the court 
who draws $4,000 per year. Each 
clerk has from four to six dep 
uties and five each in recording 
towns, making possibly 40 in all, 
these deputies draw from $1,200 
to$1,800 per year. There are fcufc 
district attorneys who each draw 
$4,000 per year, and there are ten 
assistants who draw from $1,200 
to $2,000 per year. There are 26 
commissioners who draw salaries 
of $1.500 per year and each com- 
missioner has a constable who 
draws $600 per year. 


It will be seen from this list 


that there are right now more 
high salaried officers in Indian 
Territory than there will be in 
Oklahoma when 
it becomes a 


state. As soon as tae statehood 
bill becomes a law, these officials 


will commence resigning. This is 
especially true of those who hap- 
pen to be lawyers. 
They will 


have greater opportunities in the 
next few months than ever again 
to make money and they will not 
hesitate to drop their present of- 
fice holding jobs which can last at 
best but a short time longer. 


There is some question as to 


what will become of the present 
school officials. 
Of course as 


soon as a state system is forma 
lated these will go out, but that 
may be a lone time in the future. 
The advent of statehood will not 
in the least disturb the regime of 
the commission to the five civiliz 
ed tribes, nor will it alter the 
work in the Indian agency. The 
Indian question and statehood 
are entirely separate. The com- 
mission will continue on until the 
Indian estate is administered,and 
the Indian agency will be contin- 
ued as long as the Indians have 
any business of any character 
that is not finally closed, and this 
means a great many years.

WILL BEGIN TO PREPARE 


ONCE FOR CONVENTION 


Guthrie, Okla., June 16.—Gov- 


ernor Frantz who with chief jus- 
tice Bur ford and Chas. H. Fil- 
HOO, secretary of the territory, 
constitutes the board which will 
have charge of the district of 
Oklahoma for the constitutional 
convention, said, today while no 
steps had as yet been taken, they 
will begin their' work at once. 
"No plan for the work has been 
proposed as yet, even tentative- 
ly," said Governor Frantz, "and 
no estimate has been made upon 
how long it will take to finish the 
work, although 
j we believe we 


can get the Oklahoma portion of 
the work completed more quick- 
ly than can xe the case in Indian 
Territory, owing to the absolute 
tack of local organization there. 
No steps will be taken toward the 
calling of the constitutional con- 
vention until the districting is 
completed in both territories." 


The general opinion here seems 


to be that the work on the In- 
dian Territory side will take up 
practically all. of the six month s 
allowed for that work by the en- 
abling act. This would post- 
pone the time of the constitution 
al convention until next spring.

(SANDSTORM AT SEA. 


rviA VOYAGB OF A 
PBOK CALCUTTA. 


SHIP 


Ztaootmters Most Singular Conditions 


In the Bed Sea—Decks Two 


Inches Deep with Pow- 


dery Grit. 


New York.—The log of the Ger- 


toftn steamship Schonfels, from Cal- 
cutta, which docked at South Brook- 
lya the other day, tells a story of 
storm experiences of a more varied 
character than is often encountered 
by China traders of modern times in 
• single voyage. 


With the exception of the time the 


steamship was in the Suez canal it 
liad only one day of good weather 
itrom the time It entered the Red 
sea, the succession of disturbances 
It encountered ranging from a sand- 
storm'in the Red sea to a hurricane 
a* It neared this coast and winding 
up with the strong westerly blow 
which compelled Capt. Denker to an- 
chor off Liberty island before he could 
safely dock on the exposed Brooklyn 
side ot the bay. 


The Schonfels left Calcutta Janu- 


ary 29, touched at Colombo Febru- 
ary 6 for 24 hours, reached Suez the 
18th and Algiers the 26th. 


February 16. while in the Red sea, 


the ship ran into a sandstorm which 
lasted for two days, covering 
the 


decks several inches deep with 
a 


fine, powdery grit and keeping 
the 


officers and men who had to be on 
deck continually sneezing and cough- 
ing. 


"We first noticed the 
sandstorm 


early on February 16," said Chief Of- 
ficer Diedrich Kloppenburg. "Ahead 
of us the air was dense with a thick, 
yellowish mist, which at first we 
thought to be smoke-laden fog. When 
we ran into it every man on deck was 
set to choking and sneezing. It was 
like running through a light smoke. 
You could discern objects in every 
direction for a considerable distance, 
but everything had a yellowish- tinge. 


LAST INDIAN'S HONOR. 


Well-Xnown Bed Kan of Washington 


State Is Drawn for Jury 


Service. 


Seattle, Wash.—To have the. honor 


of being the first Indian In 
King 


county who was drawn for jury serv- 
ice is the proud distinction of James 
Moses, of Renton, who will serve at 
the April term, superior court. 


Jim Moses, as he is known all over 


the Sound country, is the last of the 
famous peace loving Black River tribe 
of Indians. Moses was born in Eagle 
Harbor, whither his grandfather had 
gone with the Black River tribe dur- 
ing the Indian wars of 1857. 
He 


lived there a short time and then came 
back with his parents 
to 
Renton, 


where be now owns a five-acre tract 
at the mouth of the Black river. His 
residence is on the home place of E. 
M. Smithers, the old pioneer, who died 
only a shorot time ago. He lives there 
with his wife and three children, two 
of whom are In the public schools at 
Renton. 
In speaking of his being 


drawn on the jury list James Moses 
said: 


"It Is certainly a distinction to be 


drawn on the Jury in this county and 
to have an active voice in the affairs 
of the country again. The fact that I 
am the first one of all the Indians 
in this county to be drawn makes me 
feel proud, not only for myself but 
for the honor of my race, which was 
always loyal to the peaceful condi- 
tions of the white men."

"We had to keep all cabin ports 


closed and every time one passed in 
or out of a door a cloud of the fine, 
yellow sand sifted in and covered 
everything. 
There was little wind at 


the time and the sea was compara- 
tively smooth, but the air was com- 
pletely surcharged with the fine grit. 
Evidently there had been a severe 
sandstorm just before we reached 
that point and we ran Into the after- 
math. 


"After leaving Port Said we had 


continuous rough weather, with one 
storm after another, which kept our 
decks awash and the ship laboring 
heavily all the way through the Medi- 
terranean. 
A peculiarity about these 


storms w,as that one would be bitter- 
ly cold, with biting, freezing wind, 
and perhaps the next would be like a 
summer gale, high wind, but as not 
as though coming from a blast fur- 
nace. 


"After leaving the Mediterranean 


we had about 36 hours good weather 
and then the Storm King got after 
us again. 
He came at us from the 


westward, the northwest 
and 
the 


southwest, one blow after another. 
The ship was rolling and 
laboring 


heavily in these successive storms, 
with high, dangerous seas continually 
breaking on board, until we 
were 


nearlng this coast on March 14, when 
the wind died down for a few hours. 
But before midnight it 
broke 
out 


again from the eastward and by the 
16th was blowing a gale. 
We made 


the Delaware breakwater in that gale 
and were safe in shelter during the 
worst of it, in which this coast was 
dotted with distressed and stranded 
vessels. 


"Tne 34 Lascars in our crew of 63 


had no clothing but their customary 
native garments of cotton and the 
first thing wuen we docked they sent 
a messenger ashore for heavy flan- 
nels before they would come on deck 
to clean up ship. ^Ve are fortunate 
that, with all the terrible weather 
we came through, not a man was 
hurt and no damage was done on 
beard which "Chips," the ship's car- 
penter,, could not repair almost as 
soon as it occurred." 


CARTOCRAPH 
THE LATEST. 


Automobile Attachment Which Shows 


the Chauffeur the Road Be- 


fore Him. 


Vienna. — American automobillsts 


will soon be crying for 
the 
carto- 


graph, an almost 
human invention 


which is being shown here, if it comes 
up to the claims made for it. 


Think of an attachment somewhat 


resembling the contrivance by which 
self-playing pianos are made by the 
unskilled to 
produce masterpieces! 


The cartograph, instead of being a 
perforated music roll, is .a map of 
the roads to be traversed by the mo- 
tor car unrolling in a panel In front 
of the chauffeur so that he can tell 
at a glance where he Is and which 
turn to take. The speed of the ma- 
chine governs the motion of the map, 
so that it always Indicates—or should 
—the exact point where the 
trav- 
eler Is. 


Moreover, the cartograph is provided 


with perforations just ahead of where 
the short turns and corners are and 
these perforations ring a bell to warn 
the motorist in time. 
Even on the 


darkest night by means of this device 
it is as sure, and a wholly unknown 
route can be covered without danger 
of being lost or ditched. 


The next logical step would be a 


contrivance to attach the cartograpu 
to mechanical means of 
controlling 


the steering gear and levers so that 
the motorist can set It going and look 
for the machinery to do all the rest.

State Aid Flan for Groups of Ken to 


Be Tried in Aus-

Washington. — Consul 
Coding,

Newcastle, reports an Australian plan 
to provide for the unemployed. It 
relates to Queensland province, and 
the scheme is thus summarized: 


Suitable farming land is provided 


by the government for groups of men 
and, their families that will ultimately 
form village settlements; but they are 
not to be cooperative, each settler will 
stand or fall on his own merits. Gov- 
ernment overseers will guide and in- 
struct the settlers for two years, and 
the house erected for their use can 
be used as a public hall or school.

supplied for the first year. This will 
ell be charged as a loan and must be 
eventually refunded to the state.

The figures of the underwriters in- 


dicate a loss of about $4,000,000 for 
the winter of 1905-06.

One of the veteran steamship 
men who discussed the stormy times 
at sea was Capt. Publicover, of the 
steamship Earl of Aberdeen, who lost 
his deckload while crossing the bay 
of Fundy in a gale the first of last 
month.

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STATEHOOD WILL ABOLISH 


MANY LUCRATIVE OFFICES 


Muskogee, I. T., June 16.— 


The greatest disturbance that 
will occur in official life in Indian 
Territory on account of the pas- 
sage of the statehood bill will be 
in the federal courts. They- will 
continue until a state government 
is established, and that will be 
nearly a year, but the federal 
court regime, as it has been 
known in Indian Territory since 
1889 when the courts were estab- 
lished, will be wiped out forever. 
Indian Territory will comprise 
one federal district and there 
will be but ono set of federal offi- 
cers where there are now four, 
and some of these double man- 
ned. 


There are more fat salaries in 


the federal courts in Indian Ter- 
ritory than most people suppose, 
and these will be wiped out. 
There are four federal districts 
There are two judges in each dis- 
trict and they draw salaries of 
$5,000 per 5 ear each. In each 
district there is a United States 
marshal who draws $4,000 per 
year. He has an average of thir- 
ty office and field deputies, ma- 
king 120 in all, and these depu- 
ties draw average 
salaries of 


$1,200 per year. For each dis- 
trict there is a clerk of the court 
who draws $4,000 per year. Each 
clerk has from four to six dep 
uties and five each in recording 
towns, making possibly 40 in all, 
these deputies draw from $1,200 
to$1,800 per year. There are fcofr 
district attorneys who each draw 
$4,000 per year, and there are ten 
assistants who draw from $1,200 
to $2,000 per year. There are 26 
commissioners who draw salaries 
of $1.500 per year and each com- 
missioner has a constable who 
draws $600 per year. 


It will be seen from this list 


that there are right now more 
high salaried officers in Indian 
Territory than there will be in 
Oklahoma when 
it becomes a 


state. As soon as tae statehood 
bill becomes a law, these officials 


will commence resigning. This is 
especially true of those who hap- 
pen to be lawyers. 
They will 


have greater opportunities in the 
next few months than ever again 
to make money and they will not 
hesitate w drop their present of- 
fice holding jobs which can last at 
best but a short time longer. 


There is some question as to 


what will become of the present 
school officials. 
Of course as 


soon as a state system is forma 
lated these will go out, but that 
may be a lone time in the future. 
The advent of statehood will not 
in the least disturb the regime of 
the commission to the five civiliz 
ed tribes, nor will it alter the 
work in the Indian agency. The 
Indian question and statehood 
are entirely separate. The com- 
mission will continue on until the 
Indian estate is administered,and 
the Indian agency will be contin- 
ued as long as the Indians have 
any business of any character 
that is not finally closed, and this 
means a great many years. 


Clearing House Men Organize. 
Shawnee, Ok., June 16.—The 


managers of the various clearing 
houses, established by the Farm- 
ers Co-operative Union through- 
out the Territory, perfected a 
permanent organization yester- 
day at Shawnee, with Alfred 
Boyle of Coalgate, I. T., presi- 
dent; 6.

(SANDSTORM AT SEA. 


VOYAGE OF A SHIP 


FROM CAIX3UTTA. 


•Mounters Most Singular Conditions 


la the Red 8*a—Decks Two 


Inches Deep with Pow- 


dery Grit. 


New York.—The log of the 
Ger 


taan steamship Schonfels, from Cal 
cutta. which docked at South Brook 
lyn the other day, tells a story o: 
storm experiences of a more variec 
character than is often encountered 
by China traders of modern times in 
a single voyage. 


With the exception of the time the 


steamship was in the Suez canal it 
had only one day of good weather 
itrom the time It entered the Red 
sea, the succession of disturbances 
It encountered ranging from a sand 
storm "In the Red sea to a hurricane 
as it neared this coast and winding 
up with the strong westerly blow 
which compelled Capt. Denker to an 
ohor off Liberty Island before he could 
safely dock on the exposed Brooklyn 
•Ide ot the bay. 


The Schonfels left Calcutta Janu 


ary 2ft. toucned at Colombo Febru 
ary 6 tor 24 hours, reached Suez the 
18th and Algiers the 26th. 


February 16, while in the Red sea, 


the ship ran fnto a sandstorm which 
lasted for two days, covering 
the 


decks several inches deep with 
fine, powdery grit and keeping 
the 


officers and men who had to be on 
deck continually sneezing and cough- 
Ing. 


"We first noticed the 
sandstorm 


early on February 16," said Chief Of- 
ficer Diedrich Kloppenburg. 
"Ahead 


of us the air was dense with a thick, 
yellowish mist, which at first we 
thought to be smoke-laden fog. When 
we ran Into it every man on deck was 
aet to choking and sneezing. 
It was 


like running through a light smoke. 
You could discern objects in every 
direction for a considerable distance, 
but everything had a yellowish tinge. 


"We had to keep all cabin ports 


closed and every time one passed in 
or out of a door a cloud of the fine, 
yellow sand sifted in and covered 
everything. 
There was little wind at 


the time and the sea was compara- 
tively smooth, but the ,alr was com- 
pletely surcharged with the fine grit. 
Evidently there had been a severe 
sandstorm just before we reached 
that point and we ran into the after- 
math. 


"After leaving Port Said we bad 


continuous rough weather, with one 
storm after another, which kept our 
decks awash and the ship laboring 
heavily all the way through the Medi- 
terranean. A peculiarity about these 
storms w,as that one would be bitter- 
ly cold, with biting, freezing wind, 
and perhaps the next would be like a 
summer gale, high wind, but as not 
as though coming from a blast fur- 
nace. 


"After leaving the 
Mediterranean 


we had about 36 hours good weather 
and then the Storm King got after 
us again. He came at us from the 
westward, tho northwest 
and 
the 


southwest, one blow after another. 
The ship was rolling and 
laboring 


heavily in these successive storms, 
with high, dangerous seas continually 
breaking on board, uncll we 
were 


Bearing this coast on March 14, when 
the wind died down for a few hours. 
But before midnight it 
broke 
out 


again from the eastward and by the 
16th was blowing a gale. We made 
the Delaware breakwater in that gale 
and were safe in shelter during the 
•worst of it, in which this coast was 
dotted with distressed and stranded 
vessels. 


"Tne 34 Lascars in our crew of 63 


had no clothing but their customary 
native garments of cotton and the 
first thing wuen we docked they sent 
a messenger ashore for heavy flan- 
nels before they would come on deck 
to clean up ship. 'We are fortunate 
that, with all the terrible weather 
we came through, not a man was 
hurt and no damage was 
done on 


board which "Chips," the ship's car- 
penter,, could not repair almost as 
soon as it occurred." 


Suction of a Train. 


The peril of standing too near to 


flying railroad trains was shown at 
Mamaroneck, Westchester county, N. 
Y., on a recent afternoon, when Rob- 
ert Coward, deputy 
county 
clerk, 


•was caught in the suction of 
the 


Boston express on the New York, 
New Haven & 
Hartford 
railroad, 


dragged 40 feet and instantly killed. 
It is not an unusual thing for per- 
sons to test the sensation of stand- 
ing near a train passing at a high 
rate of speed. The train in this case 
was going at the rate of CO miles an 
hour and the displacement of air in 
such a case is terrific, causing a rush 
of it in the immediate vicinity which 
even strong men sometimes cannot 
resist.

Well-Known Red Man of Washington 


State Is Drawn for Jury 


Service. 


Seattle, Wash.—To have the. honor 


of being the first Indian In 
King 


county who was drawn for jury serv 
ice is the proud distinction of James 
Moses, of Renton, who will serve at 
the April term, superior court. 


Jim Moses, as he is known all over 


the Sound country, is the last ot the 
famous peace loving Black River tribe 
of Indians. Moses was born in Eagle 
Harbor, whither bis grandfather ha< 
gone with the Black River tribe dur 
ing the Indian wars of 1857. 
He 


lived there a short time and then came 
back with his parents 
to 
Renton 


where be now owns a five-acre trac 
at the mouth of the Black river. His 
residence Is on the home place of E 
M. Smithers, the old pioneer, who died 
only a shorot time ago. He lives there 
with his wife and three children, two 
of whom are in the public schools at 
Renton. 
In speaking of 
his 
being 


drawn on the jury list James Moses 
said: 


"It is certainly a distinction to be 


drawn on the jury in this county anc 
to have an active voice In the affairs 
of the country again. The fact that I 
am the first one of all the Indians 
in this county to be drawn makes me 
feel proud, not only for myself but 
for the honor of my race, which was 
always loyal to the peaceful condi 
tlons of the white men." 


CARTOGRAPH THE LATEST. 


Automobile Attachment Which Shows 


the Chauffeur the Road Be- 


fore Him. 


Vienna. — American automobillsts 


will soon be crying for 
the 
carto- 


graph, an almost 
human invention 


which is being shown here, if it comes 
up to the claims made for it. 


Think of an attachment somewhat 


resembling the contrivance by which 
self-playing pianos are made by the 
unskilled to 
produce masterpieces! 


The cartograph, instead of being a 
perforated music roll, is .a map of 
the roads to be traversed by the mo 
tor car unrolling in a panel in front 
of the chauffeur so that he can tell 
at a glance where he is and which 
turn to take. The speed of the ma- 
chine governs the motion of the map, 
so that it always indicates—or should 
—the exact point where the 
trav 


eler is. 


Moreover, the cartograph is provided 


with perforations just ahead of where 
the short turns and corners are and 
these perforations ring a bell to warn 
:he motorist in time. 
Even on the 


darkest night by means of this device 
it is as sure, and a wholly unknown 
route can be covered without danger 
of being lost or ditched. 


The next logical step would be a 


contrivance to attach the cartograpn 
:o mechanical means of 
controlling 


the steering gear and levers so that 
the motorist can set it going and look 
for the machinery to do all the rest. 
LAND FOR THE UNEMPLOYED 


State Aid Plan for Groups of Men to 


Be Tried in Aus- 


tralia. 


Washington. — Consul 
Coding, 
of 


Newcastle, reports an Australian plan 
o provide for the unemployed. It 
relates to Queensland province, and 
the scheme is thus summarized: 


Suitable farming land is provided 


by the government for groups of men 
and, their families that will ultimately 
orm village settlements; but they are 
not to be cooperative, each settler will 
tand or fall on his own merits. 
Gov- 


trnment overseers will guide and in- 
truct the settlers for two years, and 
he house erected for their use can 
be used as a public hall or school. 


Plain rations, implements, a small 
tock Of cows, poultry, etc., roofing 
material, water tanks, etc., will be 
upplled for the first year. This will 
,11 be charged as a loan and must be 
eventually refunded to the state. The 
men will first be taken on six months' 
probation and may 
cultivate 
what 


crops they choose, and every encour- 
agement will be given to enable the 
hrifty man to become the owner of 
his land.

Disasters to Ships Daring Past lisa- 


son Cost Underwriters 


Millions. 


New York.—Although last winter 


was remarkable for 
its 
mlldnes* 


ashore, conditions on the seven sea* 
have been exactly 
the 
reverse, tto*- 


losses to the underwriters through dis- 
asters to ships aggregating several 
millions during the last four months. 


Speaking of the losses at sea, A. A. 


Raven, president of the board of New 
York Underwriters, said the other 
day: 


"The 
Atlantic 
Mutual 
Insurance 


company, of which I am president, 
has had an unprecedentedly large 
number of losses this last winter, es- 
plally during the last two months, t 
think, however, the English compan- 
ies have been hit harder than any 
others, and perhaps the Germans next. 
There are only a few distinctively 
American companies, but they've all 
suffered severely." 


The figures of the underwriters in- 


dicate a loss of about $4,000,000 for 
the winter of 1905-06. 
The lumber 


carriers have been the heaviest losers, 
and next to them come the coal car- 
riers. One of the veteran steamship 
men who discussed the stormy times 
at sea was Capt. Publlcover, of the 
steamship Earl of Aberdeen, who lost 
his deckload while crossing the bay 
of Fundy in a gale the first of last 
month. 


"The average landsman," said Capt. 


Publicover, "has no Idea what this 
winter has been at sea. It's not only 
the hardships which officers and crews 
have suffered, but look at the losses 
of cargo and the damage to hulls and 
rigging. Why, the whole coast, from, 
the gulf of St. Lawrence to New York, 
is lined with floating lumber, spars, 
rigging and wreckage. If the flotsam m 
and Jetsam from Marblehead to Mon- 
tauk alone could be gathered up and 
sold for junk it would make a man 
rich."
